Dr. Patterson was in Indianapolis 
yesterday evening and 
today, 
and 
while there he expressed some views 
on the 
Irish 
home 
rule 
question 
which has been agitating the British 
government 
of 
late 
and 
which 
caused a number of resignations in 
the array and the 
resignation 
of 
Secretary of War Seely when Brit­ 
ish troops were ordered to move into 
Ulster, the northern province of Ire­ 
land where there is opposition to 
home rule. 


He says 
there 
are 
a 
hundred 
thousand men in Ulster who will give 
their lives if'necessary to 
prevent 
home rule. 
Dr. Patterson emphati­ 
cally declared those 
who 
oppose 
home rule are not anxious to fight 
those 'advocating it, but their fight 
will be with the British government 
in an attempt to prevent the estab­ 
lishment of an Irish parliament. 


“If ATr. Asquith persists in push­ 
ing home rule on the Irish protest­ 
ants there is no doubt whatever that 
his action will start one of the most 
bitter wars of religion 
in 
all 
his­ 
tory,” said Mr. Patterson. 
“Unfor­ 
tunately, this home rule problem is 
more of a religious than a political 
problem. 
At the present time the 
restraining hand of 
Great 
Britain 
holds the balance between the two 
parties in Ireland. 
If that restrain­ 
ing hand is taken away through the 
granting of home rule, the fires that 
have been smoldering for 
genera­ 
tions will flare up in a way that will 
surprise the world. 
“ In Ulster there are 100,000 loyal 
British subjects who will he willing 
to sacrifice their lives if necessary 
to prevent home rule. 
They are or­ 
ganized, not to fight the Catholics, 
but to fight British soldiers if they 
attempt to force home rule on them. 


“Both parties, the home rulers and 
the 
anti-home 
rulers, 
agree 
that 
Ireland never was so prosperous in 
all its history as it is today. 
Ire­ 
land is a country, hut it is not a 
nation. There are 3,009,900 Roman 
Catholics in Ireland and 1,090.000 
protestants. 
The 
protestants 
pay 
about 72 percent, of the taxes, al­ 
though they are only one-fourth of 
the population. 
They 
are 
making 
magnificent 
progress 
under 
the 
present regime and they simply want 
to he let alone. 
The city of Belfast 
pays two-thirds of the revenue of 
the country. 
“The home rule party, under John 
Redmond, is demanding home rule 
for the entire country. 
The protest­ 


ants do not want home rule, for it 


is acknowledged by all sides that it

Neglect May Within Two Years Ruin 


Stately Tree That Would Have 


Stood Fifty Years. 


A bulletin issued by the Indiana 
Forestry association, from its Indi­ 
anapolis 
headquarters, 
says 
that 
tree 
planting 
will 
not only be in 
order on Arbor Day, April 17, but it 
will also be a 
timely 
occasion to 
trim old trees which are already or­ 
namenting public parks, streets and 
homh lawns. 
The bulletin says that 
(*are should he exercised in pruning 
trees as well as in planting them, 
and the association strongly oppos­ 
es “butchery” of the kind that is of­ 
ten indulged in. 


The association says that every 
two or 
three 
years 
sh a d e 
trees 
hould be carefully gone over, for 
these tre<;s need attention a s much 
as an orchard. 
Where insects have 
been at work, the tree should he 
painted with a broad hand of “tan- 
le foot.” 
All broken 
or 
decayed 
limbs should he removed. Where a 
limb is eut out, care should be ta ­ 
ken dot to break the bark of the 
trunk. 
This can he avoided by saw­ 
ing the limb to some depth on the 
under side before cutting on top. 
The limb should he cut close to the 
tree and the scar painted to 
keep 
out decay, when the hark will heal 
over the cut. 


Where disease has attacked a tree, 
or a hollow has resulted from any 
cause, the cavity should be 
thor­ 
oughly cleaned of 
decayed 
wood 
and then filled with a rich mixture 
of cement. 


Neglect may within 
two 
years 
ruin an elm or other shade tree that 
is fifty years old and they should l>e 
closely watched for catapillars and 
other enemies, for the trees along an 
entire street may he destroyed by 
pests before the attacks are known, 
unless the trees are under watchful 
eves.

Miss Trehawke Davies, the first wo- 


man to loop the loop in an aeroplane, 
describes her experience as "a grand, 
whirling delight." Miss Davies went 
up at Heudon, England, with Giista\ 
Ilamel in an eighty horsepower Mocane 
monoplane. 


After flying at an altitude of 10,100 


feet they executed a perfect loop, came 
down 300 feet and rose to a height of 
1,000 feet and looped the loop a second 
time. Then, to the amazement of the 
onlookers, the upside down machine ap- 
peared to stop dead for one thrilling 
moment. It hovered uncertainly in the 
air and then hegan to plane down on 
its back. The pilot, however, had his 
machine well in hand and righted it on 
the downward journey. 


Miss Davies is one of the women pio- 


neers of aviation in England and, al- 
though she does not steer an aeroplane 
herself, has crossed the channel several 
times and flown more than 12,000 feet 
above the land.

HIS MOST ANXIOUS MOMENT. 


When Dewey Feared He Might Bo 


Branded as a Coward. 


Admiral Dewey tells in his autobi- 


ography the story of his most anxious 
moment. It was -when he •was execu- 
tive officer of the -warship Mississippi. 
After passing the forts at New Orleans 
his ship was about to sink under fire, 
and the crew had to be taken off In 
boats. There were not enough boats, 
and the danger of a magazine explo- 
sion became so great that the crews 
showed increasing hesitation In return- 
ing for another load. On a sudden Im- 
pulse Dewey jumped Into one of the 
boats to go after the rowers and com- 
pel them to return. He continues: 


"Not until we were free of the ship 


did I have a second thought In realiza- 
tion of what I had done. I had left 
my ship in distress when It Is the rule 
that the last man to leave her should 
be the captain, and I as executive offi- 
cer should be next to the last ' 


"That was the most anxious moment 


of my career. What If a shot should 
sink the boat? What If a rifle ballet 
should get me? All the world would 
say that I had been guilty of about as 
craven an act as can be placed at the 
door of an officer. This would not be 
pleasant reading for my father up In 
Vermont 
He would no longer think 


that I had done the "rest" reasonably 
well. 
If the ship should blow up 


while I was away and I should appear 
on the reports as saved probably peo- 
ple would smile over my explanation." 


As It turned out, however, the maga- 


zine did not explode; and. Dewej"» 
presence was needed to bring the boat 
crews bad? and save the men still on 
the sinking ship.
